SINO-BRITISH RELATIONS 


It is satisfactory that London has 
been able promptiy to dissipate fears 
that the recent reporis of a welcome 
‘approach io an. Anglo-Japanese 
understanding have ‘held any threat 
fo China's interests. In a sense the 
Assurance was superfluous for It had 
ready been made clear that Great 
Britain's readiness to co-operate with 
Japan was based on a recognition of 
China's equality of status and of 
America’s right to participate, if 50 
inclined, Great Britain holding het 
self free to consult America ‘at all 
stages.

|<oncerned. | Th welcoming Japanese 
‘overtures for a disposal of” such 
differences as have affected Anglo- 
Japanese relations in recent years, 
that policy does not weaken in its 
effort to give China such assistance 
‘ond support as are required by the 
common Interests of the two coun- 
tries. Dr. H. H. Kung’s visit to Lon- 
don may have produced useful con- 
frmation of this co-operation and 
the statement now made in regard to 
the “effect of recent conversations 
with Japanese representatives affords 
@ proof that Sino-British friendship 
‘may, by wise statesmanship, be ex- 
panded’ into a general improvement 
of Sino-Japanese relations to say 
Rothing of the other Powers with 
legitimate and important interests in 
the Pacific.

Great progress in China’s telegraph, 
telephone and radio is disclosed in| 
slatisties compiled by the Ministry of;

INDIAN PARALLEL 
May 11. 

Whatever may be the difficultics| 
in composing the political situation 
in the Provinces for the due in- 
auguration of their autonomy, India 
has the advantage of facing them 
in a time of satisfactory economic 
conditions. “Relative ease and 
Prosperity” is the authoritative as- 
sessment applied by the “Econo- 
mist" in commenting on the 
addresses of chairmen of leading 
exchange banks who have been im- 
pelled from their association with 
Indian finance to expound the 
economic position of that country. 
‘The “Economist's” remarks under 
‘the caption “Recovery in India” 








have a curiously apt pertinence for| 
those who desire to study the 
Process of recovery in China and to 
establish the principles on which 
that recovery may find full expres- 
sion. “There is, of course, a marked 


similarity between India and China. 


Both countries have roughly the| 
‘same area, if Manchuria be ignored| 
territory.

Dependent on agriculture are 71 
Per cent. of the Indian people; Sir 
‘Arthur Salter estimates that 78 per| 
cent. of the people of China live on 
the land. The report of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation for 1936 says that | 
the Chinese farmer “constitutes 85| 
er cent. of the population.” China 
has advantages in the general 
superiority of her cultivators. 
‘Mr. C. F. Strickland who knows 
India ‘well has recorded that 
the Chinese farmer’s honesty and 
commonsense, “‘as measured  by| 
repayments to the existing credit| 
societies, exceed the standard of| 
‘any non-European race which I 
know, and are equal to those of the| 
best European peasantry”. India| 
has advantages in the ability of| 
her rural classes to command the| 
services of a _highly-organized 
administration which can maintain| 
Jaw and order and ensure security 
for the farmer against banditry with, 
greater certainty than is always. 
possible in China. On the other| 
hand, despite the support of co- 
operative credit societies and. 
restrictive legislation the indebted- 
ness of the Indian peasant and 
farmer to the moneylender is more 
serious than in China. 
* Carrying this comparison _to| 
financial conditions it may be useful| 
to observe that both countries have 
@ complex banking and monetary 
system, Foreign owned exchange| 
banks, domestic commercial banks, 
private bankers and money-lenders| 
‘come, into the picture here as in’ 
India, Both peoples, taught by 
long ‘experience of 
‘external aggression, are traditional~ 
ly inclined to hoard gold and silver. 
In both countries the introduction 
‘of paper currency in recent years 
has been remarkably effective in 
breaking down the hoarding habit| 
and encouraging investment in post| 
office savings banks. In both there 
is a wide range of money rates in 
that exchange bankers may lack 
opportunities for remunerative em= 
ployment of funds while the rural 
cultivators are in debt and forced, 
to pay exorbitant interest rates. 
India like China has a managed 
currency which creates the need, 
for tific control through a 
central bank. India’s Reserve Bank 
has been duly established and is 
functioning for that purpose. 
China's plans for a similar buttress; 
to her currency reform are in the 
making. Each system requires al 
favourable balance of _interna-| 
tional payments. In India, ever| 
since the time of the Mahrattas from 
whom the present raj borrowed for| 
‘expansion and adaptation to. 
modern conditions its land revenue 
machinery and other modes of| 
taxation, the welfare of the rural 
classes has been recognized as the 
dominant concern of the Govern- 
ment, In China, the institution of 
the National Economie Council and, 
the Generalissimo's conception of 
the People’s Economic Reconstruc-| 
tion programme are inspired by the 
same consideration. Rural re- 
habilitation is, in fact, the basis of 
industrial development—a lesson. 
India and China are both learning. 
In this light the bankers’ com- 
ments as presented by the “Econo- 
mist” have special interest for China,

as well as the general population.

‘That last sentence links the thought 
which precedes it with China. Dis- 
tribution of credit and, perhaps, the 
better education of the rural classes

THE SLUMP’S LESSONS 
May 13. 

‘The undoubted signs of world~ 
recovery have unfortunately not 
flattered hopes that emergence from 
economic depression would facilitate 
an immediate return to normality. 
The violent oscillations of the 
political machine have —disap- 
pointed expectations of seeing the 
world composing itself to q state of 
stable equilibrium, ‘That is in effect 
the view with which Dr. Harold 
Butler begins his annual report 
(dated March 1, 1937) to the In- 
ternational Labour — Conference. 
Admitting that great progress had 
been made in the previous twelve 
months, the report holds that “at 
most what has been achieved up to 
date is to set the economic machine 
again in motion after a serious 
breakdown". The cheerfulness in- 
duced by the recovery is damped 
by the “growth of armaments and 
the uneconomic activity which it 
represents” and by the ‘general 
unrest indiented by the open pre~ 
parations for war in Europe and in 
the Far East"—a “formidable dam 
in the path of the stream of pros 
perity". Last November Sir Robert 
Kindersley told the American 
Club at Paris that it was impos- 
sible for business to carry on if it 
believed that there would be 
another war, That is the fear 
which prevents the sober-minded 
observer from taking an excessively 
cheerful view of the situation, Dr. 
Butler weightily sums up: 

‘All the finanelal, commercial and 
social measures by which the «reat 
crisis of the past five years is bein 
‘overcome are nothing but vanity of 
the whole political and economic 
fabric of our present-day eiviliza~ 
tion is under the constant menace 
of disruption by another interna~ 
tional confict. Until that_menace 
is swept away by a really organized 
ence gunranteed by a reinforced 
‘League of Nations, economic and 
social progress can only advance 
haltingly and on sufferance, 

‘The precarious equilibrium now 
being secured inspires, however, the 
comforting view that “the worst 
effects of the slump are now matters 
of past history.” It is possibl 
therefore to consider the lessons 
which may have been Jearnt, Dr. 
Butler's report devotes a chapter to 
them, It is of exceptional interest. 
‘The traditional view of the un- 
employment problem has, for ex- 
ample, been rudely shattered: 

Until 1930 it was very widely. 
though not universally. held that 
there was no such thing as involun- 
tary idleness. With a robust in- 
difference.to the facts of previous 
depressions, “many people still 
maintained’ that every honest man 
could get a job and that all schemes 
for insurance or assisting the u 
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employed wero satanic’ devices for 


‘encouraging the work-shy to live |” 


‘at the expense of the community. 
‘Many others, while admitting that 
work —nuight not always be 
obtainable, condemned all efforts to 
provide work or sustenance for the 
‘unemployed on the ground that they 
consiiuted ‘an Interference with 
the inserutable laws of supply and 
demand for labour by ‘which the 
funetioning of the whole economic 
organism was at all times regulated 
for the greatest good, Such in- 
terference was as much an economic 
crime as Government. Interference 
with wages or hours of work, 

Dickens when he drew his Podsnaps| 

and Gradgrinds challenged the 

Victorian maxims but in vain, To- 

day he has been vindicated. 

Similarly the eatehword, uncritical- 

ly accepted as embodying Dar-

CORONATION FUND 
May 18, 

No-one can take exception to 
the tone or arguments of the critics| 
who have raised in the corres- 
Pondance columns of this Journal 
certain objections to the scheme| 
for commemorating the Corona-| 
tion by raising funds to move the| 
Cathedral School for Boys and 
provide it with playing fleld accom- 
modation, It is far better that} 
opinions of that kind should be: 
ventilated than be developed in| 
private to the detriment of the| 
solidarity which the sponsors of} 
the Fund’ desire to have in their 
‘support. Briefly it is contended, 
‘that the Pund is being raised for| 
‘an object which concerns only a 
‘comparatively small section of the| 
community, that a large number| 
of British boys, present and future, 
‘will not benefit from it and that} 
the educational needs with which] 
the Cathedral School seeks to deal| 
fare better met in schools outside 
‘Shanghai, Obviously there is much 
‘to be said for these objections and 
it is by no means easy to dispose 
of them entirely. Mr. A. E. Seddon 
has temperately expounded the 
attitude of the signatories of tt 
appeal and has disclosed the care~ 
ful consideration which they gave’ 
to proposals for giing their scheme| 
explicitly wider scope. Their diffi- 
eulty has been well pointed out by’ 
‘one correspondent as lying in the 
‘compulsion to proceed on the basis: 
of “things as they are.” It is| 
generally recognized that _the| 
need for playing fields is urgent,| 
both for the Cathedral School and| 
for other schools where British| 
boys attend. It is also accepted! 
that the present location of the| 
‘Cathedral School is highly unsuit~ 
fable, Efforts to remove that 
disability have hitherto not been’ 
successful; yet it is obvious that) 
however admirable the school cur- 
riculum may be, however efficient 
its teaching staff, it will not] 
develop on normal ‘lines, let alone! 
flourish, if it cannot ‘get away’ 
from its urban surroundings. The| 
provision of playing fields for the| 
Cathedral School does not imply! 
neglect of the needs of other British’ 
boys. Indeed it is more than prob-_ 
able that the ground thus acquired 
may make an additional contribu~ 
tion to the amenities available for 
young people of the community. 
;generally. Nor should it be for~ 
gotten that, for the Tifeng Rd. 
School, suggestions for the use of 
certain ground at present in British 
military occupation have been made 
and are, it is believed, being very 
favourably considered by the War'| 
Office. 

Until the Council has come to a 
decision regarding the future of 
{ts foreign schools on which an 
important Committee has specially’ 
submitted certain proposals, it is 
impossible for the British ' com- 
munity to take positive ation in| 
regard to any institution other than’ 
that exclusively within its control. 




















[This may, of course, be taken’ to 
support the view that action even 
fof that Umited kind should have 
‘been deferred, but the: urgency of 
the Cathedral’ School's need, the 
dimeulty of meeting it in the nor- 
mal course and the opportunity 
offered for inviting a special com- 
munity. effort at the times of the 
King’s Coronation evidently moved 
the three influential bodies res 
onsible for the appeal. It is true 
they do. not pretend to cover re- 
presentation ‘of the whole .com- 
munity, ‘They cannot, however, be 
denied the right to claim a definite 
Teadership which was appropriately 
asserted on the occasion. In a 
sense the Cathedral School, apart 
from the fact that it isthe only 
British-controlled sohool for British 
boys, has the status accruing to 
the ‘grammar school of a small 
town in England. Such a school, 
albeit closely associated by. its 
foundation with the Church of 
England, is looked upon as the 
school of the community regardless 
of social or religious divisions. 
Frequently its board of governors 
includes other than Church of Eng- 
Jand notabilities and round it the 
local patriotism of the town rallies 
‘<whether Protestant, Roman| 
Catholic or Jewish. The. conditions 
of the Lester Trust may or may not 
make it impossible at the moment, 
‘at all events, for the parallel to 
‘be exactly maintained. ‘There is 
no reason, however, to imagine 
that the Cathedral School, if given| 
‘2 fair opportunity and assured of 
‘general support from the com- 
munity, cannot in the future A 
the place which the grammar 
school so worthily lls in the 
English educational. system to-day. 
Circumstances prevent explicit 
dogmatism on that point just “now. 
The School Management Committee 
hhas to deal with “things as they are. 
In the event, if it be shown that the: 
‘community ’as a whole has put 
itself thoroughly behind the School, 
the extension of its scope in 
ministering to the education of 
British boys may be confidently’ 
expected. That, in fact, is a strong 
argument for support of the  pre- 
sent appeal, 

‘The commemoration of the 
Coronation is an object _ which has 
had general support.’ Whatever 
choice had been made to give it 
effect it would have been exceed 
ingly difficult to ensure that all 
classes and sections of the com- 
‘munity would directly benefit, The 
‘ornamental device of a statue 
would be rejected by practical 
considerations. A hospital bed 
might have been accepted but, 
‘there ogain, the charge of banality 
might “have been made. The 
promoters of the appeal’ were 
attracted, and considered that the 
community would be attracted, by 
concentration on the King's own 
Gesire to ensure a healthy open-air 
Ufe for his young subjects. No 
cavilling at that intention can be 
or is—suggested; the only ques- 
tion is whether the community as 
‘2 whole ean be fairly asked to give 
financial support to a scheme 
which, admittedly in its present, 
stage, ‘seems to confer benefits on 
‘a limited. section of British res- 
idents. The essence of com- 
‘munal effort is solidarity. If there 
be an institution which performs 








‘a useful service for the community’ 
even ina restricted degree—it 








does credit to the community as a 
‘whole. Moreover, as has already 
been pointed: out, the mobilization | 
‘of the community in support of a 
scheme may, in the long run, give 
the community a prescriptive right| 
to exercise certain functions. of| 
direction and control, should. cir~ 
cumstances be” favourable to. or| 
commend such a course. That is| 
the whole story of Britiih . de- 
mocratic institutions in a nutshell. 
Many schools,” for example, in 
England to-day are now subject to| 
guidance from public bodies -on| 
which representation has ~ been| 
secured by interests previously’ 
without any influence on. the| 
original foundations. ‘The British] 
community is faced with the] 
problem: is the Cathedral , Sthool| 
for Boys to be allowed to die of} 
inanition owing to the impossibility 
of maintaining it under . present| 
conditions or is it to be: reinforced | 
bby location in auitable surroundings 
‘and the provision’of proper ament-| 
tles and so transformed into a 
truly efficient institution on which 
‘the community can depend for the 
‘education of its boys? The answer: 
‘can hardly be doubted. It calls for a 
strong, united and sustained effort| 
to save the school and, by saving it, 
to open up for it wider and’ more 
generous possibilities of doing 
service to the community which 
has given it such effective and 
timely financial backing. 








VISCOUNT SNOWDEN 

Mey 17. 
Reuter’s admirable biographical 
summary of the career of Philip, 1st 
‘and only Viscount Snowden’ of 
Tckornshaw, says that “but for his 
physical infirmity resulting from an| 
accident” he would have been from 
the first the outstanding figure 
in English political socialism 
That conveys a truth through a1 
inaccuracy. But for that bicycle| 
ident. which caused irretrievable| 
damage to his spine, Philip Snowden| 
‘would not have retired. from the 
Civil Service to devote his life to 
political lecturing, for whieh in his| 
early days he drew the princely| 
wage of thirty shillings a week. 
He would have remained in the 
Service and although his outstand-_ 
{ng abilities would have probably 
brought him to the top, he would| 
not have entered politics, . The| 
British Civil Service permits the 
man or woman in the lower grades| 
to step over the barrier of those| 
grades by sheer force of efficiency 
and character, Sir Joslah Stamp is| 
fone of the most notable examples| 
of this “rise from the ranks”, Philip 
‘Snowden would probably have been 
another had not that accident, com- 
bined with the growing strength 
of Labour in British polities, shown| 
him another way. By his’victory| 
at Blackburn in 1900.he won a 
place among the pioneers of Labour 
in Parliamentary politics. He had 
been pressed in 1695 to stand but| 
hls caution led him to be content| 
with propaganda until he felt that 
the country had been better pre-| 
pared for the programme of the In 
Gependent Labour Party of that 
lime. There could be no question 





of his claim to belong to the people. | So, 


His father, a weaver, never earned 
more than 15s a week at the mill) 





and kept a hand-loom in his two- 
roomed cottage to weave cloth for 
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the: family's use, ‘The staple diet 
was porridge. ‘The village of 
Cowling which gave him birth was 
on the edge of the Bronte country, 
It was a Radleal and Nonconform- 
‘st community, ‘hard,. independent 
‘and, pethaps, intolerant. When he 
came to write the story of his life, 
Lord Snowden with more justifiea~ 
tion: than’ most ‘could ‘call upon’ the 
present generation to note the pro- 
ress made “in the. last’ seventy 
years". He knew. 

Nor is it surprising'that Snowden 
grew to be a bitter opponent of 
Communism for, individualist as he 
was, ‘he defined ‘his. Socialism a: 
“co-operation as distinct from com- 
petition”., He, was never sym- 
pathetic ‘with ‘his Trade Union 
colleagues who tended, in. his 
opinion, to subordinate high polities 
to Industrial questions. ‘This. at- 
titude was intensified by: his con 
sistent condemnation of the strike 
weapon, Indeed he put.on record 
his satistaction at the defeat of the 
attempted General Strike in 1026: 

The Trade. Unions needed 
lesson of the ‘futility and: foolish= 

ness of such a trial of strength, “A 

feneral stsike could’ inno. elt= 

cumstances be succedsful. "A gone 
feral. strike is an attempt to: hold 

‘up the - community, and against 

‘uch an attempt the" community 

‘will mobilize all is resources, 

That did not prevent him’ from 
vigorously opposing the passage of 
the Act which in 1927- sought to 
restrict Trade Union interference in 
polities.” He described it as intended 
to “cripple ‘the Trade’ Unions: in. 
resisting” attacks, upon. thelr. stan 
dards of living". His. dislike. of 
Trade Unionist ' politicians’ was 
further stimulated by his discovery’

‘two, men, were opposite in tempera. 
merit, Snowden's cold logic was 
impatient with the  Scotsman’s 
sometimes vapid emotions. . Strong 
in the sense of his own’ honesty 
and unready to. compromise 
Snowden was apt to, attribute to 
hhis leader. insincerity and oppor 
tunism, This antagonism came-out 
{into" the open very foreibly in the 
General Election of 1985 when, no 
[longer in’ the Government, Lord 
Snowden. supported . Mr," Lloyd 
George's bid for votes by a vitriolic 
broadcast attack on the National 
Government's claims to re-election, 
Although Mr. Baldwin was. then 
Prime Minister and Mr. MacDonald 
Lord President of the Council, the 
Dhilippic, as it was at once called, 
id_not ‘conceal thior's. view 
that the “complacence and self 
satisfaction” "which it _ pilloried 
erived most-inspiration trom Mr. 
MacDonald's surrender to. the 

Lord Snowden told the 
that to return that Gov- 
erment with “aniother ‘uncontrot- 
able majority” would be “a national 
misfortune and an international 
calamity”. 

‘Lord Sriowden often appeared to 
revel in the antagonism which his 
individualist attitude evoked. This 
was more than'the mere product of 
his early experience when he fought 
so fiercely and effectively for the 
rights of ‘Labour. “Tt:'was not 
entirely attributable to the physical 
infirmity which he so courageously 
endured. He records in his auto- 
biography his amusement at finding 
himself a popular figure when, at 
‘The Hague, in 1929, he had cham~ 
pioned England against the policy 
ot France in discussing the question 
of Reparations, ‘The unusual ex 
perience of being cheered in the 
streets ‘of London. tickled his 
sardonic humour, Tt was compared 
with the remarkable tributes pald 
to him by the City of London on 
his orthodox, treatment , of the 
‘Budget as the first Socialist Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. No doubt 
Snowden's fervent -beliet in the 
principles of Freé Trade assisted 
him in getting a better understand 
ing of the mind of the banking com- 
munity than any:of his colleagues 
No-one more strongly or authorlta. 
tively than Snowden. contradicted 
the - “left-wing” accusation ~ that 
“the bankers” ‘had engineered the 
gold standard erisis, in political 
hostility to the Labour’ Government, 

especially toward the end of 
hhig life, Snowden tended to find 
himself more in sympathy with the 
political views against “which he

Gen. Dmitri Horvath Founder 
of Chinese Eastern Rly.. 


Peiping, May 16. 
‘Lieutenant-General” Dmitri” Hor- 


to-day at the age of 76. He had 
been ‘ill with appendicitis for two 
‘weeks—Reuler. 

Distinguished Career 

‘Among Russians in the Far East 
there was no one belter known than 
Gen. Horvath. Bora in St. Peters. 
‘burg in the Imperial Palace “Zimni” 
in 1861, he was a descendant of the 
‘ancient’ Slavonic family of Hor~ 
vathians, and graduated from the 
JAtilitary’ Engineering Academy at St. 
Petersburg, 

"At the close of the last century he 
‘was sent by the Imperial Govern 
ment trom” Russian” Turkestan to 
Manchuria to build the Chinese 
Eastern Railway; and when that 
work was completed he was ap- 
pointed the first General Manager 
of the Railway, which post he held 
for two decades, until the revolu- 
tion of 1917. During the Russo 
Japanese War, when everything 
‘seemed lo go ‘wrong, the .Chinese 
Eastern Railway, “Russia's | main 
artery for her armies, alone worked 
‘with ‘clock-like precision. This was 
‘noted by a special Imperial edict to 
General Horvath from Emperor 
‘Nicholas 1. 

Harbin, to-day the flourishing cen- 
tre of North Manchuria, was planned 
‘and built under his’ supervision, 
‘The duties of General-Manager of 
the CER. however, did ‘not limit 
his activities, He was the actual, 
Ie'not the offelal, ‘viceroy of the 
Russian part of Mauchuria, and his 
‘exceptional influence was recognized 
not only by the Russian ministers 
Jn Peking, but alio by St. Peters~ 

rg. How great his popularity was 
in Harbin is iMlustrated by the fact 
‘that 25 years ago the Chinese popula- 
tion of that elty erected a" monu- 
‘ment for him, on which the follow- 
Jing lines were inscribed: “In his 
days life was good not only to us, 
Dut to our Tittle kittens and puy 
He was well liked by all classes, 
including the large Jewish commun- 
ity in Manchuria, by whom he was 
Jokingly called "ihe little father of 
the Jews.” Manchuria before the 
Fevolution was, in fact, called by 
Russian newspapers. “Happy Hor- 


vvathia.”

‘When the revolution broke out 
in 1017, he was not dismissed by 
the Provisional Government, as 
were all. other Governors-Genera), 
but was appointed a High Com. 
missioner in Manchuria. It was 
at this time, perhaps, that the most 
vivid part of his life began, When in 
October 1917 the power in Russia 
wes taken by the Soviets, Gen. 
Horvath left Manchuria in the Spring 
‘of the following year and declared 
himself the. Provisional Supreme 
Ruler of Russia and helped in the 
formation of the government which 
‘established itself in. Viadivestok. Gen, 
Horvath,” however, mover wanted 
power for power's sake; and when 
during the. civil. war 'in Siberia 
Admiral Kolehak became, on Novem 
‘ber 18, 1918, head of the government 
set_up at Omsk, Gen. Horvath im- 
mediately recognized the Omsk 
Government and was appointed 
Governor-General of the Russian 
For East, 

‘AU the end of 1919 he returned to 
Manchuria and from there proceeded 
to" Peking. When in October, 1920, 
‘he new status for the Chinese Eastern 
Railway was drawn up—whereby it 
came under the direction of the 
Russo-Asiatie Bank—Gen. Horvath 
‘was appointed High Adviser to the 
Board of Directors. 

‘Since then he remained in Pelping, 
Living in the ex-Austrian Legation, 
By the unanimous vote of al! Russian 
associations in the Far East, he was 
ten years ago elected head of the 
Russian Emigrants in the Far East. 
‘The recipient of decorations from the 
Pussian and many other governments, 
we was on several occasions granted 
‘special audiences with the Empress 
Dowager Tzu Hsi, and carried on a. 
personal correspondence with such 
éminent Chinese statesmen as Li 
Wung-chang, Yuan Shih-kal, Chang} 
‘Teo-lin and others. He was standing 
beside Prince Ilo on platform in 
the Harbin railway station when the 
Istter was in 1910 shot by 2 Korean 
revolutionary. In Peiping everyone 
‘was well acquainted with the’ im- 
Fosing figure of Gen. Horvath, who 
could offen be seen in the streets in 
bis grey military coat. The Chinese 
Feople called him “Governor-General 
No." 

Gen, Horvath is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Camilla Horvath, his three 
@aughters and his two sons.

DOUBLE TRAGEDY IN

Shin-han, driven 
desperate by hunger, set out from 
hhis home with a gun ona might to 
lay any, lonely” traveller” that 
‘might pass ‘the place, 

‘To the west of his village, a lonely 
young man soon appeared: “With. @ 
Single shot, the father disposed of the 
man. In his pockets were found $100 
and some other articles, In the pitch 
darkness, ‘the villager’ dragged the 
body away and threw it into a creek, 

in the morning, the married 
daughter of the villager returned 
hhome and inquired of her parents if 
their son, who had been away for 
several years, had come back home. 
She told them that the brother had 
called on her at her house to the west 
‘of the village the previous night. As 
he was anxious to go back to his 
parents, he did not accede to her 
Fequest to stay over night. 

‘Alarmed by the story, the villager 
further questioned the’ daughter if 
she knew what the brother was carry= 
Ing. She deseribed the articles which 
corresponded to those seized by the 
father the previous night, Unable to 
bear the agony of having shot dead 
his own son, the villoger took his 
own life with the same gun.

Ugly Scenes it 
Moore Memorial 





‘There were ugly scenes opposite the 
Race Course on May 11 and 12 when 
spectators of the Coronation ‘Tattoo, 
who were watching it from the roots 
of the Sun Company and the New 
World, opposite, took it into thelr 
heads to make the work of the police 
more dificult than it already’ was. 
Not content with watching the tattoo, 
they" attempted to oblain some ad: 
ditional exeltement by pelting with 
stones, bricks and other misses, the 
police’ who were straggling with vast 
crowds thronging the pavements, and 
with heavy traffe. Later, the rioters 
Gescended into the street, and engog- 
fed In hand-to-hand encounters with 
the police on duly at the comer of 
‘Yu,Yaeching and Nanking Roads. 
Enormous crowds were already 
gathered to view. the Illuminations, 
fand they gathered around to wateh 
the rioters, Four riot vans, under 
the personal direction of Assistant 
Commissioner W. E, Fairbairn, were 
quickly on the scene with thelr crows 
in helmets, and they succeeded. in 
driving the rioters back up Yu Ya- 
ching Road. Following this, two 
cordons were established by” mem 
bers of the riot squad, with the vans 
in between, 
At midnight, six vans containing 
the Picquet_ Company of the Russian 
Regiment, S.V.C, in full equipment, 
arrived on the scene to assist the 
pollee, Many arrests were made, 
Several of the rioters were taken 
to hospital, but it is believed that 
none of the police received more 
than slight injuries, Three windows 
of the Sun Company Building were 
broken by the mob, and subsequently 
boarded up, and several trees were 
torn up by ‘the roots. 


Women Attacked 


Windows of the Moore Memorial 
‘Church and of the Yangtse Hotel 
were smashed, two foreign police 
officers, a ‘Chinese constable and 
eleven Chinese were injured, and ten 
arrests were made as a result of 
rioting in the Yu Ye-ching and Nan- 
King Roads area on May 12.

Matters be- 
came serious, but worse was to 
follow. A lone Chinese woman, 
seared, ran into the premises of the 
Moore Memorial Church, which 
Immediately closed its doors. Stones 
were therefore thrown at the church, 
with the result that all the windows 
on the Hankow Road side were 
smashed, and several advertisement 
hoardings and strest corner signs 
were damaged,

with the first disturbance and had

‘When the religious ceremony is 
over the candle on the kutie is 
snuffed ond all, starting with the 
priest and followed by the relatives 
Of the person in the grave, sample the 
‘utia. with a Iittle spoon.

Judgment was entered for the: 
defendant with costs by Sir Allan 
‘Mossop, Judge, in H. M. Supreme Court 
fon May 10 in the case Mrs. F. J. 
Pissarevsky versus Mr. E. B, McBain. 
Plaintit's cloim was ‘in’ respect of 
und on “Hunglao Road, which the 
plaintif agreed to purchase, and the 
defendant agreed to sell at a price of 
‘Tis, 3376 per mow. Plaintifr alleged 
that the defendant had agreed to 
deliver the land in the month of 
‘November, 1984, but had failed to 
Geliver it, as’ @ result of which 
plaintift received no consideration 
for the payments, ‘The _plaintift 
alleged that the land was mis- 
Meseribed by the defendant, thereby 
entailing ‘additional expenditure 0 
the plaintify, to which she had not 
agreed. 

"The claim was for the return of 
$19,208.64, as money paid on a con- 
sideration which had entirely failed 
alternatively a like sum as damages 
for the breach of contract; ‘alterna 
tively rescission of the contract, and 
the return of this sum pald asa 
‘deposit upon the sale of land. Defen- 
‘ant denied the allegations, and enter- 
ed a counter-claim for $8,163.04, being 
the balance of the purchase price 
with Interest. 

In his judgment, Judge Mossop 
‘said that the contract was contained 
oF to be inferred from certain letters 
dated April 4, 8 and 6, and May 17, 
1084, and that up to May 17 the plain- 
tim knew that ‘there ‘had been no 
concluded tontract, The defendant 
in his letter of Moy 17 sald that he 
could not promise to deliver , the 
title deed to the land by "No- 
verhber, 194, and that it was 
quite Impossible to. promise any 
definite date in regard, to the tesue 
‘thereof, The plaintiff; » therefore, 
would have been within her legal 
rights ‘on May 17 to refuse to enter 
into the contract or to insist on time 
‘elng of thé essence of the contract. 

Plaintift, however, took no action, 
accepted the documents then in pos- 
session of the defendant, and entered 
into occupation of the premises,

Prison for Rioting F 


Yu, Ya-ching Road, near Bubbling 
Well Rosd, during’ the Coronation 
celebrations at the Race Course on 
the night of May 11, 24 
‘appeared before the First Special 
District Court on May 12 and faced 
‘chafges ranging from disturbing pub- 
Me order, assault on’ police, to

EMPIRE CONFERENCE OPENS AT LONDON 


Prime Ministers’ Loyal Message: Eire Stays Aloof: 
Foreign Affairs and Defence as Main Issues 


London, May 14.

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A KING’S MISTRESS 
By Tumasyiius 


Casual readings of Pepys's and 
Evelyn's diaries leave one with the 
impression that Loulse Renée de 
Keéroualle, Duchess of Portsmouth, 
‘was just one of the many women 
to. whom Charles II devoted his 
amourous attentions, someone who 
yanked with Lady Castlemaine, Nell 
Gwynn, and the host of others, 
Including Catherine Croft and the 
pretty but vulgar Bulkely, who 
figured largely on the Treasury 
Books as in receipt of salaries 
ranging from thousands a year 
down to a paltry £50. “But of 
them all, despite the great appeal 
to the English people of the flippant 
Nell, who described herself to a 
crowd at Oxford.as the “Protestant | 
whore,” none was so great or played | 
so important a part in the history’ 
of the time thar Louise, her name: 
for a short while anglicized into 
‘Madame Carwell, the woman who 
hated. England but loved Charles, 
who loved France but was_indif- 
ferent to its King, Louis XIV. For 
she was not only tho king's 
mistress, but, the trusted emissary 
of France in the English Court, and| 
brought the French policy to bear| 
upon the internal history of Britain, 
in a way. which is not generally 
Known. Fortunately a great deal: 
of matter concerning this brilliant 
and beautiful woman's history -has 
been preserved, and it is possible 
now to vreconstruct not” only .a 
convincing picture of herself, but of 
the times in which she moved, and 
the men with whom she came in 
contact and influenced, ‘That has| 
in fact been done by John Lindsey 
in “Charles II and .Madame Car- 
well,” Andrew Melrose Ltd., Lon- 
don, 16/-. . 











Tt was necessary for the policles 
of Louls XIV that a French woman’ 
‘should be introduced into the Eng- 
Ush Court, and that she should 
‘capture the King's fancy, and what 
‘was more important, hold it, ‘The 
cholce fell on La Belle Bretonne, 
who betore the age of 19 years had 
had’ a violent affair with the Duc 
de Venddme, Frances Stewart, 
‘whose portrait Is stll-to be seen on 
the reverse of every British copper 
coin, had already been sent across 
‘the Channel, and had captured the 
wayward fancies of the English 
‘monarch; she managed to keep her 
relations’ with him on d basis of! 
pure friendship, and had not, there-| 
fore, acquired ihe ascendancy over 
the ' King’s mind, which Louls 
desired some woman faithful to 
Fronch interests should have. For! 
Louis, dreaming of a mighty 
European empire, was racking his 
brain for some scheme whereby he| 
could force Charles to keep. th 
peace of Europe and, if possible, 
ally himself with France on the| 
religious issue which had then 
arisen. “How to handle Charles? It 
‘was not difeutt, Parliament was 
always keeping him short of money 
by refusing to vote supplies, the 
‘Army was. three years in arrears 
‘for wades, and if Louls could supply 
hhim with 'the necessary money and 
provide him with a sentimental 
reason for frlendship. with France 
into the bargain, there was every 
chance that France's foreign polley 
‘would be brought to fruition along 
the lines schemed by Louis. Despite 
the Irregularities of Louise de 
Keroualle’s behaviour, it is possible 
that she would have entered Louls's 
‘own serasfio. instead of heing sont 
ferose the Channel. to fight with 
Nell Gwynn, Lndy Castlemaine and 
the passionate but lovely Hortense 
Mancini, but whatever Louls felt 
fon the ‘subject of Louise, noliey 
‘eame first and eventually she found 
herself In Tiondon, on a mission to| 
capture Charles's affection and 
secure a sultable understanding 
with France. ‘That was fo be the 
future, of Ta Bolle Bretonne, .the 
danahier of a poverty-stricken ex-

Charles was dallying with the 
idea of an alliance with France, not 
because he thought his people would 
approve of it, for he knew they 
‘would: not, but’ beeause he was 
short of money—the Royal servants 
nad not been nald for five years. 
Hie price was £1,000,000. £800,000 
to sustain the alliance, and £200,000 | 
ta precede his conversion to Roman 
Catholicism, He was to connive at 
Louis's accession to the Spanish 





throne, when the existing incum- 
bent had died, receiving in ex- 
change the Solith American colonies, 
‘Minorea and Ostend. It was after 
some such arrangement had been 
signed that Louise arrived in Eni 
land, landing at Dover with a suite 
of young ladies whose enormous 
hats caused the English to laugh at| 
them. She was appointed a maid 
of honour to the Queen, and it was 
not long before it became: apparent | 
that she was capturing Charles's} 
fancy. Lady Castlemaine grew 
frightened for her position and 
begged the-king for preferment; 
even the Queen asked that she. 
should be given some station which 
would take her away from the 
palace, and she was ultimately 
mado Duchess of Cleveland. 





‘Meantime the affair with Louise 
progressed, until it reached a stage| 
Where it was desirable that the King| 
should acknowledge his new mis- 
tress, Hence the mock marriage 
which Evelyn mentions. Louise 
had reached her destination, Castle~ 
maine had lost, but Nell’ Gwynn 
always managed to control the 
King’s Adelity, so far as it was! 
controllable, Charles was all the 
time having trouble with: his Parlia~ 
ment, Thoy sought to force him to 
withdraw his Declaration of In- 
dulgence, by again refusing to vote 
supplies ‘until he did. Parliament 
‘won and the Test Act was passed. 
and “foreed upon an’ unwilling 
monarch, Somewhat of a reverse 
for Louise and her French King, 
but not, suMicient to disenthrone| 
her, for she bore Charles a son, and 
having received from Louis ‘per 
mission to" become a naturalized 
British subject, she was created 
Baroness Petersfield, Countess of| 
Farnham, Duchess of Pendennis, 
which was afterwards changed to| 
Portsmouth. Her son became Duke} 
‘of Lennox in Scotland and Rich- 
mond in England with’ the right} 
to bear the Royal arms on his 
shield. 





‘She had reached the height of] 
her career and of her power. Never] 
very popular, outside her own 
particular circle she was viewed 
‘with loathing as one who was be- 
traying their country, and her's too 
after her naturalization, with her 
kisses, She was witty, beautiful 
and fabulously wealthy. ‘She work- 
ed day and night in the service of| 
the French Minister, work which 
was riade all the ‘imore difficult 
because she really did love Charles. 
It Is remarkable that when the fact 
‘came out that the English had been 
sold out to Louis, and the people} 
raged against it ominously, Louise| 
‘managed to maintain her influence] 
‘at Court. And Charles was again| 
short of money. Louis was told| 
through Louise that if Charles was} 
to continue to fight his Parliament} 
more money would have to- be| 
forthcoming, and though at first 
France was unsympathetic to the! 
‘Merry Monarch’s impecuniosity, the: 
time came when the money he then 
wanted, and more was actually of- 
fered. 














It was about this time that Loutse| 
was made uncomfortable as to her| 
position, Duchess Hortense Mancini 
had arrived in England, dressed as: 
‘man, and accompanted by an’ 
entrancing black page. She had 
been drifting round the Courts 
‘of Europe in an endeavour to find. 
‘gome place to settle, and England 
seemed to be the Mast hope. Tt 
proved profitable, for her beauty 
completely captivated Charles, and 
for the first time in her fifteen years| 
association with him, an association 
ended only by his’ death, Louise| 
was under a cloud. But 'she did 
not give up without a strugele: 
eventually Hortense, despite her: 
beauty, commenced ' to pall, and, 
Louise, who her contemporaries. 
admitted had a way with her, re- 
gained the ascendant. And this has 
always to be remembered: through 
out the twenty-five years of his reign, 
Charles was always short of money. 
and added to Louise's personal 
charm was the fact. that through 
her and the French Minister, Louis 
‘could always be persuaded to find 
‘a few more subsidies. ‘Thus he pai 
Charles £150,000 on condition that 
Parliament which had been dis- 
solved should not mect again until 
the following April,. ‘and when 











Charles tricked the French Minister 


‘at least outweighed her undoubted, 
loyalty to the country of her origin. | 
‘And, so throughout the story of 
‘Louise's career there is the con- 
tinual fight between French gold on | 
the onic hand and the parliament on 
Ute ther, and while it is an un- 
pleasant ’ story, it inspires the 
thought that if'the money had not 
been forthcoming Charles would 
have been forced to embark on the 
dangerous courses which brought 
his father to the scaffold, and might | 
have procured: for him the same 


Louise kept Charles to his 
bargain concerning Roman Catholi- 
cism. He would not admit the fact 
of his belief during his lifetime, 
for fear of the Commons, but, after 
being with Louise for fficon years, 
he reaches “his death bed. The 
bishops of the Established Church 
are ready to administer to him the 
last offices but he will have none 
of them, Louise, away from him, 
crying in her apartment, and keep- 
ing the Romish priest Huddlestone 
with her, finally manages to get the 
death chamber cleared of the 
Anglican prelates and peers, when 
Huddlestone is smuggled ‘in to 
shrive the dying King before he is 
smuggled down that back staircase, 
up which Chiffinch. had brought s0 
many of the monarch's lesser lights 
of love. ‘The fact that Charles spoke 
only of “poor Nell” in his dying 
moments suggests that he was more 

love with her than the French 
woman, ‘That might very well be, 
but he knew full well on which side 
his bread was buttered and La Belle 
Bretonne rendered him the more 
valuable services. 





So Charles descends into the dust 
whence he came, Nell is neglected, 
‘The promises of James If to Louise 
are never kept, and at the age of 
35 years, Louise returns to France.| 
‘There she has scant rewards from 
her Royal Master, and she lives 
through the long ‘ 

more years pinching and scraping, 
writing begging letters in en- 
deavours to obtain that which w: 
promised to her, and yet managing 
{to carry on, and become a bounteous 
Indy in the district where she finally 
takes up her residence. * Thus at the 
age of eighty-five she slips quictly 
out. of life as an unwanted guest, 
‘as someone who is suddenly aware 








that she _has - overstayed her 
welcome. She faded out of ex- 
Istence as, so long ago, she had 





faded out of history. She remained 
one night in her chair by the 
window of her room while Versailles 
‘and Whitehall slept or went about 
affairs of State or of scandal or of 
love and woke again......And the 
servants of Louise woke and went 
to her room and, finding her dead, 
laid their hands upon whatever they 





could and fled. But presently the | th

‘The attention of residents in and 
visilors to Szechtien Is usually con- 
centrated on the important contral 
parts of the provitre. es well as on 
the “Yangtze Valley. ‘The districts 
south of the Yanglze beyond Chung- 
king, although, as will be seen, im- 
Portant in many ways, are even in 
‘Chungking rather “a. terra incognita. 
Avrecent trip made by the weiter in 
a parly of three, accompanied by a 
Chinese boy, threw some ght on 
things. 

‘The aim of the trip was to climb 
the Chintoshan (Golden ‘Buddha 
‘Mountain), which ts about, 6,000 fect 
high. ‘The only maps available were

* FROM HUANGSHAN TO NANCHANG 





Carburettor Trouble Causes Several Days Delay: No 
Effective Answer to Children’s Query

Having looked in at the Huangshan 

L proceeded on my way, hoping to 
reach Nanchang in two ‘easy. stages 
from there, but It took me four days 
owing to trouble with the ear. When 
people spoke to me before T left, they 
warned me of the dangers of bandits, 
disease and the generat discomforts of 
the ‘road: nobody had thrown any 
doubts on the ‘perils from the car 
itself.” 1 mysolt had realized that the 
car might prove the chiet difculty, 
though, ns it had been. tested and 
passed ‘before 1 loft Shasighaly T had 
not imagined that should have 
trouble with it so early In the trip. 

T left the Huangshan shorlly after 
noon and reached Chimen, Jn Anhwel, 
before dark where T pui up at the 
noisy inn over the bus station. ‘The 
surface of this piece of road was not 
very good and driving was made still 
more unpleasant by the lorries for 
the railway line that Is being con- 
alructed to connect “Wuhu with 
Kuelehi on’ the: Hangehow-Nanchang 
Railway (a politieal rather than an 
‘economle railway, by the way). ‘The 
Tories stuck to 'the middie of the 
road and would not move out of the 
way, $0 that one was foreed to drive 
Ina continual cloud of dust with the 
glare of the evening, sun In one's 
eyes.

Uninteresting Loping 

Luckily for me, Mr. H. M. Brown 
of C.LM., happened ‘to be staying

fa mechanie to be sent, but having 
{foolishly omitted to state’ the probable 
jeause of the break-down, a further 
‘day was wasled. “Loping ls a decided 
ly backward and uninteresting inland 
town, As the magistrate, on whom 
Tealicd, sagely remarked, one would 
‘not find’ much of interest toa tourist 
there. It consists chiefly of one nar- 
row main street about two miles long: 
Jand T should not like to say how 
many times my kind host and 1 
{ramped up and down its length from 
the mission'to the bus statlon and back 
Inthe course of those two days. 

‘The mechanic who arrived. from 

chang soon found the fault: the

‘Hardly was the ear in good running 
order than the weather turned bad, 
During the olght days that It took 
‘me to reach Kuelyang from Nanchang 
it hardly stopped raining and 1 never 
saw the sun et all, The spring, it 
seems, Is tho rainy season for ‘the 
provinees south of the Yangtze. 
Coniing from. the North where we 
have our raing in July and August T 
failed to realize this, and among all 
‘the advice that was given me before 
T left, this one piece of information 
was omitted.”

‘My chiet: impressions of the cight 
days drive are dark — mountains 
wreathed in misls, bedraggied human 
beings and animals, all looking equal 
ly “miserable, except the ” water- 

iffalos which seemed fo be thorough- 
ly enjoying themselves: the continual 
swish of the rain, the mud splashing 
up from the potholes in the road and 
obscuring the windscreen, ‘and the 
vagaries of the “automatic” wiper 
which would suddenly yo on strike 
at the most ezilleal points of the road. 

‘The day's run from Nanchang to 
Changsha (240 miles) was-not too bad 
despite the rain. ‘The roads in Huna 
fare excellent and, as far as my ex- 
perience goes, they are the best in 
(Ching, “But as one went west so the 
‘road surfaces deteriorated: in Kuangsi 
they were not so good, and in Kuel- 
chow exeerable.

[an easy afternoon's run to Nan Yueh,

We put up for the first night at the 
mall town of Chingyun where ther 
‘was quite a good hotel, though other.

possible’ wall space is plastered over 
‘with political slogans and good inten- 
Uons. From here on we entered the 
proper mountains: they were steep 
‘enough and slippery, but nothing to 
what T met with laler in Kuelchow. 
‘We passed Liuchal in the late after- 
nioon, the last town in Kuangsi, close 
to the border and underwent the 
usual troublesome, “inspection” by. 
Kuangs} military police." About a 
ile further on we entered Kuelchow, 
when the road changes abruptly, be- 
coming very stony and bumpy, which 
at any-rate was better than mud. T 
sloped the night at the miserable 
town of Tushan, steeped in mud, and. 
everything dripping, and with the 
poorest inns conceivable. 

‘Here 1 had to undergo no less than 
five different: “inspections”: first at 
some Customs-station, then by the 
soldiers garrisoning the place, next 
by the pli ty, int then inte 
Id the evening two éreadtul-looking 
seallywogy burst into my room whom 
[ taking for robbers—they certainly 
bad every appearance of stch—was 
‘bout to eject forcibly, when they 
cried out hastily “Women shih chein 
‘eh’a 120 po hsing” (We are inspectors 
cf the common people). “Well,” 1 
‘sald, “you can see quite cleatly’ that 
T am not a common person. Clear 
‘out! And they did. But what a lot

-— Banditry Rite 

Finally after T had already turned 
fn, some gendarmerie appeared, on 
the scene, “From this very exat 
control of travellers, one might be 
inclined 1o deduce that this part of 
Kuelchow Is particularly safe. But 
nothing of the kind. Banditry is very 
rife round here, and only a few weeks. 
‘ago some lorries of the Chinese Postal 
Service were held up and looted not 
fer from Tishan, ‘The,authorities, of 
‘course, find it easier to harry » few 
‘parsing travellers than to suppress 
‘banditry. 

‘The last day to Kuelyang, although 
only 150 miles, was the hardest of all. 
As far as T can recollect, for T was, 
{oo busy all day at the wheel to take 
Aiy delailed road notes, we did no 
Jess than six tremendous ellmbs to 
basses well over 4,000 feet. And what 
jclimbs. ‘The gradients were terrific, 
‘and going down hill and looking out
